Opening of the session 
(Agenda item 1) 


1 The ninth session of the Conference of the Parties serving as the meeting of the 
Parties to the Kyoto Protocol (CMP), convened pursuant to Article 13, paragraph 6, of the 
Kyoto Protocol, was opened at the National Stadium in Warsaw, Poland, on 11 November 
2013 by the Minister of the Environment of Poland, Mr. Marcin Korolec, President of 
CMP 9|!

Adoption of the agenda 
(Agenda item 2(a)) 


ve At its 1“ meeting,’ on 11 November, the CMP considered a note by the Executive 
Secretary containing the provisional agenda and annotations (FCCC/KP/CMP/2013/1). The 
provisional agenda was prepared in agreement with the President of CMP 8 after 
consultation with the Bureau of the CMP. 


38 In accordance with rule 13 of the draft rules of procedure being applied, a request 
was made by a representative of the Group of 77 and China (G77 and China) to include on 
the CMP 9 agenda an item on modalities and arrangements for the high-level ministerial 
round table to revisit the quantified emission limitation and reduction commitments for the 
second commitment period of the Kyoto Protocol. Statements were made by representatives 
of three groups. There was no consensus to include the proposed item on the agenda. 


4. Following the proposal of the President, the CMP adopted the agenda as follows:

He noted that the 
subsidiary bodies would be convened with the aim of developing, before their sessions 
ended on 16 November, draft decisions and conclusions for consideration by the CMP.

8. With regard to agenda item 17, “High-level segment”, the President informed the 
CMP that the arrangements would follow the approach outlined at the opening plenary of 
the Conference of the Parties (COP).’

10. The President encouraged the Chairs of the subsidiary bodies to take creative 
measures to ensure effective time management, and urged that every effort be made to 
maximize the meeting time available for discussions on substantive items under the CMP. 


11. | The CMP agreed to proceed on the basis of the proposals made by the President. 


12. | General statements were made by representatives of Fiji (on behalf of the G77 and 
China), Lithuania (on behalf of the European Union and its 28 member States), Australia 
(on behalf of the Umbrella Group), Liechtenstein (on behalf of the Environmental Integrity 
Group), Nauru (on behalf of the Alliance of Small Island States (AOSIS)), Nepal (on behalf 
of the least developed countries (LDCs)), Swaziland (on behalf of the African States), 
China (on behalf of Brazil, China, India and South Africa), Nicaragua (on behalf of the 
Like-minded Developing Countries), Saudi Arabia (on behalf of the Arab Group), Ecuador 
(on behalf of the Bolivarian Alliance for the Peoples of Our America — Peoples’ Trade 
Treaty) and Colombia (on behalf of the Independent Association for Latin America and the 
Caribbean). A representative of one Party made a statement.° 


13. Statements were also made by representatives of three non-governmental 
organization (NGO) constituencies (environmental, indigenous peoples and youth). 


14. During the session, the President convened a number of informal stocktaking 
plenaries, the purpose of which was to enhance the openness, inclusiveness and 
transparency of the negotiations and to provide an overview to all participants of the 
organization of work, of the steps being taken and of how the negotiations were advancing.’ 


15. The President undertook consultations under his own authority in an effort to find 
common ground on several key issues requiring finalization. In this regard, he requested 
support and was assisted through ministerial outreach and consultations as follows: 


(a) | On the implications of the implementation of decisions 2/CMP.7 to 4/CMP.7 
and 1/CMP.8 on the previous decisions on methodological issues related to the Kyoto 
Protocol, including those relating to Articles 5, 7 and 8 of the Kyoto Protocol, ministerial 
outreach was undertaken by Mr. Ville Niinisté (Finland); 


(b) On the clarification of the text in section G (Article 3, paragraph 7 ter) of the 
Doha Amendment to the Kyoto Protocol, in particular the information to be used to 
determine the “average annual emissions for the first three years of the preceding 
commitment period”, consultations were undertaken initially by the SBSTA Chair jointly 
with the issue mentioned in paragraph 15(a) above. Consultations were later undertaken 
separately on this issue by Ms. Iwona Rummel-Bulska (Poland) and Ms. Marzena Anna 
Chodor (Poland); 


(c) On the programme budget for the biennium 2014-2015, consultations were 
undertaken by Mr. Robert F. Van Lierop (Saint Kitts and Nevis) and Mr. Tosi Mpanu 
Mpanu (Democratic Republic of the Congo). 


16. Following the adoption of decisions and conclusions at the resumed 9" meeting of 
the CMP and the resumed 10" meeting of the COP, on 23 November, a joint meeting of the

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COP and the CMP was held to hear brief statements before closing the CMP and COP 
sessions.* Representatives of 11 Parties made statements, including statements on behalf of 
the Umbrella Group, the G77 and China, the European Union and its 28 member States, 
AOSIS, the LDCs, the African States and the Central American Integration System.’ 
Statements were also made by representatives of two NGO constituencies (environmental 
and youth). 


Approval of the report on credentials 
(Agenda item 2(d)) 


17. At the 9" meeting, the President recalled that the CMP, at its first session, had 
adopted decision 36/CMP.1, which states that credentials from Parties to the Kyoto 
Protocol would apply for the participation of their representative in sessions of the COP and 
of the CMP, and that a single report on credentials would be submitted for approval, 
following established procedures, to the Bureau. 


18. The President referred to the report on credentials,'” which indicated that the Bureau, 
in accordance with rule 20 of the draft rules of procedure being applied, had examined and 
approved the credentials of the representatives of Parties. 


19. At the same meeting, the CMP, on the basis of the report of the Bureau, approved 
the credentials of Parties attending the session. 


Status of ratification of the Doha Amendment to the Kyoto Protocol 
(Agenda item 2(e)) 


20. At its 2" meeting, on 13 November, the CMP considered the status report presented 
by the Executive Secretary on the instruments of acceptance received by the Depositary in 
respect of the Doha Amendment. 


vais The Executive Secretary recalled that, on 8 December 2012, CMP 8 had adopted the 
Doha Amendment to the Kyoto Protocol.''! She outlined that, on the basis of the current 
number of Parties to the Kyoto Protocol (192), the Doha Amendment requires 144 
instruments of acceptance in order to enter into force. She noted that, as at 12 November 
2013, the Depositary had received instruments of acceptance of the Doha Amendment, 
from Barbados, Mauritius and United Arab Emirates. She also noted that other Parties had 
started the ratification process. She encouraged all Parties participating in the second 
commitment period of the Kyoto Protocol to ratify the Doha Amendment as soon as 
possible. 


22. The President invited Parties to expedite the deposit of their instruments of 
acceptance in respect of the Doha Amendment. 


23. Representatives of three Parties made statements, including one on behalf of the 
European Union and its 28 member States. 


24. At the 9" meeting, the Executive Secretary provided a brief update, stating that on 
13 November 2013 the Depositary had received an instrument of acceptance from a fourth 
Party. She congratulated Bangladesh for depositing its instrument of acceptance of the 
Doha Amendment and encouraged all Parties to accelerate their ratification.

Attendance 


26. The sessions in Warsaw were attended by representatives of 187 Parties to the 
Kyoto Protocol, as well as observer States, United Nations bodies and programmes, 
convention secretariats, specialized agencies and institutions, and related organizations of 
the United Nations system, as listed in annex I. 


27. The session was also attended by representatives of 639 intergovernmental 
organizations (IGOs) and NGOs as listed in document FCCC/CP/2013/INF.4. 


28. According to decision 36/CMP.1, the admission of organizations as observers as 
decided by the COP also applies to the CMP. Observer organizations admitted to the 
sessions of the COP and the CMP are listed in document FCCC/CP/2013/2."°

Reports of the subsidiary bodies 
(Agenda item 3) 


Report of the Subsidiary Body for Scientific and Technological Advice 
(Agenda item 3(a)) 


30. |The CMP had before it the report on SBSTA 38, held in Bonn, Germany, from 3 to 
14 June 2013."4 


31. At the 9" meeting, the Chair of the SBSTA, Mr. Muyungi, introduced the draft 
report on SBSTA 39" and gave an oral report on the results pertaining to the CMP. The 
SBSTA, at SBSTA 39, recommended one draft conclusion for consideration and adoption 
by the CMP.'® 


32. At the same meeting, on a proposal by the President, the CMP took note of the 
report on SBSTA 38, the draft report on SBSTA 39 and the oral report provided by the 
Chair of the SBSTA. The President expressed his appreciation to Mr. Muyungi, not only 
for his diligence in guiding the work of the SBSTA but also for his contribution in 
delivering the significant outcomes to advance the UNFCCC process at CMP 9. 


33. With regard to the issue of the implications of the implementation of decisions 
2/CMP.7 to 4/CMP.7 and 1/CMP.8 on the previous decisions on methodological issues 
related to the Kyoto Protocol, initiated by decision 1/CMP.7 and further developed by 


A representative of Switzerland indicated that it would initiate a correction process with the 
Depositary to correct the French version of footnote number |1 in the Doha Amendment, that the 
error would not affect its implementation of the Doha Amendment and that the correction procedure 
would assist it in its ratification process. The President noted that, as requested, the statement would 
be reflected in the report on the session.

CMP continued work on this matter. 


34. At the resumed 9" meeting, the President recalled that Parties had been holding 
extensive consultations in order to address the implications of the matters referred to in 
paragraph 33 above. The President recalled that he had requested Mr. Niinist6 to conduct 
ministerial outreach on this issue (see para. 15 above). 


35. On a proposal by the President,'’ the CMP adopted decision 6/CMP.9, entitled 
“Guidance for reporting information on activities under Article 3, paragraphs 3 and 4, of 
the Kyoto Protocol”. 


36. On other methodological issues relating to the implications of the implementation of 
decisions 2/CMP.7 to 4/CMP.7 and 1/CMP.8 on the previous decisions on methodological 
issues related to the Kyoto Protocol, including those relating to Articles 5, 7 and 8 of the 
Kyoto Protocol, the CMP advanced but was not able to conclude its work. The CMP 
requested the SBSTA to continue consideration of this agenda item at SBSTA 40 (June 
2014) on the basis of the draft text available at <http://unfccc.int/7969.php>. 


37. |The CMP welcomed the timely completion of the work of the Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change (IPCC) on the 20/3 Revised Supplementary Methods and Good 
Practice Guidance Arising from the Kyoto Protocol, which was adopted and accepted by 
the IPCC at its thirty-seventh session, held in Batumi, Georgia, from 14 to 18 October 
Ze: 


38. The CMP noted the conclusion of the SBSTA that it will continue to consider at 
SBSTA 40'* the implications of a possible revision to the eligibility of lands as clean 
development mechanism (CDM) afforestation and reforestation project activities during the 
second commitment period of the Kyoto Protocol. 


39. Representatives of seven Parties made statements, including one on behalf of the 
European Union and its 28 member States. 


40. The representative speaking on behalf of the European Union and its 28 member 
States noted that, while the CMP could not complete its work on the draft decision referred 
to in paragraph 36 above, there remained only a limited set of issues, indicated by square 
brackets, for which Parties could not conclude their consideration. He stated that other parts 
of the text were uncontested. The representative outlined the understanding of his group, 
being made in good faith, that Parties will not reopen the uncontested paragraphs at their 
next meeting, and he indicated the intention to take such uncontested text into account as 
the basis for the implementation of the Kyoto Protocol in the second commitment period. 
Representatives of Australia, Norway and Switzerland spoke in support of the statement 
and the understanding set out therein. 


41. A representative of the Bolivarian Republic of Venezuela stated its understanding 
that since the draft text referred to in paragraph 36 above was not adopted at this session of 
the CMP, that no part of the text could be considered as standing and that it reserved its 
right to come back to any paragraphs of the text. 


42. The President noted that, as requested, the statements in paragraphs 40 and 41 above 
would be reflected in the report on the session. 


43. With regard to the issue of the implications of the establishment of new 
hydrochlorofluorocarbon-22 (HCFC-22) facilities seeking to obtain certified emission 
reductions for the destruction of hydrofluorocarbon-23 (HFC-23), at its git meeting, on a

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recommendation by the SBSTA,'” the CMP adopted the conclusions in paragraphs 44 and 
45 below. 


44. The CMP recognized the work of the SBSTA, the information collected through 
submissions by Parties and document FCCC/TP/2011/2. The CMP noted that the SBSTA 
had deliberated on the implications of the establishment of new HCFC-22 facilities seeking 
to obtain certified emission reductions for the destruction of HFC-23 and the means to 
address such implications. The CMP, acting upon the recommendation of the SBSTA, 
completed its consideration of the relevant agenda item. 


45. The CMP took note of the conclusions of the SBSTA and its completion of its 
consideration of this matter. 


Report of the Subsidiary Body for Implementation 
(Agenda item 3(b)) 


46. The CMP had before it the report on SBI 38, held in Bonn from 3 to 14 June 2013.” 


47. At the 9" meeting, the Chair of the SBI, Mr. Chruszczow, introduced the draft report 
on SBI 39?! and gave an oral report on the results pertaining to the CMP. The SBI, at SBI 
39, recommended one draft conclusion” and four draft decisions for consideration and 
adoption by the CMP.” 


48. Also at the same meeting, the CMP, on a proposal by the President, took note of the 
report on SBI 38, the draft report on SBI 39 and the oral report provided by the Chair of the 
SBI. The President expressed his appreciation to Mr. Chruszczow, not only for his skilful 
guidance of the work of the SBI but also for his contribution in delivering the significant 
outcomes to advance the UNFCCC process at CMP 9. 


49. With regard to SBI agenda sub-item 7(d), entitled “Modalities for expediting the 
establishment of eligibility for Parties included in Annex I to the Convention with 
commitments for the second commitment period whose eligibility has not yet been 
established”, SBI 39 forwarded a draft decision™ for further consideration by the CMP. 


50. At the same meeting, the CMP adopted decision 7/CMP.9, entitled “Modalities for 
expediting the establishment of eligibility for Parties included in Annex I with 
commitments for the second commitment period whose eligibility has not yet been 
established”. 


Issues relating to the clean development mechanism 
(Agenda item 4) 


Guidance relating to the clean development mechanism 
(Agenda item 4(a)) 


51. At the 2™ meeting, the President referred to document FCCC/KP/CMP/2013/5 
(Parts I and II), containing the annual report of the CDM Executive Board and its 
recommendations. The annual report covers the activities of the CDM Executive Board in 
the period from 14 September 2012 to 4 October 2013.

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52. The Chair of the Executive Board, Mr. Peer Stiansen (Norway), reported to the CMP 
on the progress of the work of the Executive Board. He drew attention to the various 
recommendations of the Board to the CMP. The President thanked all of the Board 
members for their hard work and acknowledged the achievements made in the past year. 


53. Representatives of eight Parties made statements, including one on behalf of the 
African States and one on behalf of the European Union and its 28 member States. 
Statements were also made by a related organization of the United Nations system and by a 
representative of environmental NGOs. 


54. The President noted that the CMP would need to adopt a decision in order to 
acknowledge the work of the Executive Board and to guide it further. Following his 
proposal, the CMP established a contact group, co-chaired by Mr. Giza Gaspar Martins 
(Angola) and Mr. Marko Berglund (Finland), on the matter. 


55. The President reminded Parties that several members and alternate members of the 
CDM Executive Board needed to be elected by the CMP at the session. 


56. At the resumed 9" meeting, a representative of one Party made a statement. On a 
proposal by the President,” the CMP adopted decision 3/CMP.9, entitled “Guidance 
relating to the clean development mechanism”. 


57. At the same meeting, on a proposal by the President, the CMP elected the following 
members and alternate members of the Executive Board of the CDM.” The President urged 
groups and constituencies to come forward with the pending nominations by 31 January 
2014. The CMP agreed that once those nominations had been received by the secretariat 
they would be deemed to have been elected at CMP 9 in accordance with established 
practice.

Review of the modalities and procedures for the clean development 
mechanism 
(Agenda item 4(b)) 


58. At the 1“ meeting, this agenda sub-item was referred to the SBI for consideration. .
